Activity in preparation for a sys­ 
tematic cam paign on the p art of busi­ 
ness men of G ettysburg, and members 
of the? faculty of the Lutheran Sem i­ 
nary and College here, has been s ta r t­ 
ed by Professor Charles H. Huber, 
head m aster of the Academy with a 
view' toward having the new million- 
dollar Lutheran College For Women 
located here. 
The original discussion of the pro­ 
posal was entirely informal, and was 
taken up with the desire that so large 
an undertaking might be secured for 
the town on account of the benefit 
that would accrue to the community 
from the enterprise. 
The sum of one million dollars was 
deckled upon by the general committee 
of the U nited Lutheran Church in 
their resent convention in Buffalo. 
It 
Lh proposed that $500,000 would be 
spent for equipment, and th at the re­ 
maining half million he user! as an 
endowment fund, the interest from 
wh ch would help pay the running ex­ 
penses of the institution. 
The plan would be to decide upon 
one or more suitable sites here, and 
to offer to donate one of them for the 
new- college. 
It is known th a t there 
are several locations in or near the 
town which would be suitable for the 
purpose, and at least one of them is 
known to be readily available. 
A site* composed of 215 acres of 
land adm irably suited for the purpose, 
in the vicinity of Reisterstown, near 
Baltimore, ha- already been offered, 
it is said. 
According to Dr. A. R. W entz, of 
the Theological Seminary^*who is a 
member of the Genera! Lutheran Com­ 
mittee which proposed the million dol­ 
lar college, it does not seem likely that 
the proposed W om an’s College will be 
located here. 
In his opinion, estab­ 
lishment of the institution here would 
defeat one of the purposes for which 
the college is to Im* built at the present 
time, arx! that is to offer an institution

Bituminous is

While there is an acute shortage of 
anthracite coal in Gettysburg, deal­ 
ers here are receiving a limited num ­ 
ber of car? at regular intervals. 
One 
warehouse m an unloaded three car 
loads duing the week, and another, one 
car. The supply, however, is fa r from 
adequate and coal dealers are besieged 
writh calls for the hard variety. 
A nthracite made a 
new' 
high 
in 
price this week when a small quantity 
was retailed a t $17 a ton. 
Bituminous coal is more plentiful 
and there is enough in G ettysburg to 
meet the demand. 
Scores of house­ 
holders, w'ho thought they were un­ 
able to b u m soft coal, are Aiding this 
type of fuel w ith good results. 
There is no shortage of coal a t the 
various school buildings as is the case 
in m any tow ns in the state. 
Heating 
plants in the schools burn soft coal 
and the w in ter’s supply was purchased 
early in the year.

Declaring that the provisions of the 
State Health Department, that a pig 
sty may not be built and maintained 
within 300 feet of an inhabited dwell­ 
ing is unauthorized by act of Assem­ 
bly, and is unreasonable. Judge .John 
E. Fox has declared the regulation 
null and void in a recent decision in 
Harrisburg. 
The effect will be felt 
throughout the state. 
Peter Deibler, a Berrysburg resi­ 
dent, was indicted on three counts in 
the case which called forth Judgrt 
Fox’s ruling. 
He wa.s charged with 
having an accumulation of manure at 
his piggery w-hich was a menace to 
public health, failure to keep the pig 
sty clean, by having adequate water 
suoply and drainage, and maintaining 
it within 300 feet of a dwelling. 
The 
judge refused to quash the first two 
indictments, but dismissed the third 
one with respect to the 300 feet rul­ 
ing. 
Law Is Far Reaching 
Discussing this part of the case 
Judge Fox said: 
“The third count 
is to the effect that the defendant 
built and maintained a pig sty sit­ 
uated within 300 feet of an inhabited 
house and within 300 feet of a public 
meeting house on an adjoining prop­ 
erty. If this is so, it was a violation 
of Article 5, Section 3. 
This regula­ 
tion is far reaching in its effect. 
If 
permitted to stand it w’ould 
most 
likely make every owner of a pig sty 
in this State remove the same from 
its present location. 
“From the beginning of the his­ 
tory of our Commonwealth in the 
laying out of our towns, cheap as the 
lands were then, there wrere few lots 
in the plans that had a depth or width 
of 300 feet and in our small tow-ns and 
villages to this day there can be found 
few, if any, lots that have either a 
depth or w-idth of anything approach­ 
ing 300 feet. This being so, the regu­ 
lation in effect prohibits people living 
in such places from keeping swine on 
their premises. 
“Yet it has been the custom from 
their beginning, for the frugal in­ 
habitants of such places to obtain 
shoats in the spring of the year, raise 
and fatten them on the premises, and 
thus make provision for much of their 
meat food for the ensuing year. 
On 
the farms many of the pig stys are not 
300 feet away from the houses of the 
farmers and the enforcement of this 
regulation would work 
a 
hardship 
upon them, perhaps much to the dis­ 
couragement of the firmers raising 
hogs. 
I 
“If this regulation had been made 
to apply to the more densely popu­ 
lated parts of our State, it might be 
regarded as reasonable, but its re­ 
straint extends everywhere through-

RESUME HERRIN TRIA! 


Five Men Face Jury On Charge of 
Murder. 


Marion, 111., Dec. 14.—The trial of 
five men charged with murder in con­ 
nection with the Herrin Mine 
riots 
last June 21 and 22, which resulted 
in the deaths of twenty three persons, 
was to open in Williamson County 
Circuit Court Wednesday. 
The men, Otis Clark, Bert Grace, 
Joseph Camaghi, Leva Mann and Pet­ 
er Miller, are charged in indictments 
with first degree murder in connec­ 
tion with Howard Hoffman, of Hunt­ 
ington, Ind., one of the twenty non­ 
union workers killed in the outbreak 
at the Lester Strip Mine near here. 
Three union miners also were killed 
in the disorders. 
Attorneys for the State* announced 
they w’ould be ready to begin the pre­ 
sentation of evidence immediately af­ 
ter the 
opening 
statements 
were 
made. 
It was said the prosecution 
would present fewer than fifty wet­ 
nesses, although it had a list of sever­ 
al hundred. 
The defense is expected to call a 
great many more witnesses and 
ob­ 
servers predicted the case would not 
be ready for the jury at least until 
next January.
